If thls Is truc tt would 
nimost scem more equitable to fix, 
ng n standard for fair rent, some 
“predepression" date rather than 31st 
July, 1937; bul speculations of this 
kind Immediately show the inherent 
diMicultics of such legisintion, . J can- 
not personnally thinkk that circums- 
tances as yet call for any such 
drastic action o3 rent control, and I. 
certainly hope (hat the twelyc-month 
period which Mr. Lo envisages for 
‘such’ control !s far too long 
for the existing emergency to last.
